U. S. gov ernment suddenly clamp ed 
the lid on inform ation in the N icar­ 
aguan situation this afternoon. 
The silence followed issuance 
of 
word by the White 
House 
official 
sp okesman and bv the state dep art­ 
ment interp reting American military 
action in the central American 
re ­ 
p ublic as p rotection for 
American 
liv es and p rop erty and not interfer­ 
ence in nativ e affairs. 
Gov ernment reticence 
coincided, 
too, with inform ation of 
American 
censorship in 
Nicaragua, 
sup p le­ 
menting conserv ativ e 
and 
liberal 
censorship s. 
In some quarters the unex p ected 
gov ernment action here was likened 
to a censorship at home. 
Inform a­ 
tion was refused on sev eral 
p oints 
on which liberals and a p ortion of 
the United States, 
Europ ean 
and 
Southern* America p ress hav e criti­ 
cized the state dep artment. 
Officials would neither confirm nor 
deny : 
1. That American forces at P uer­ 
to Cabezas, liberal cap ital, disarmed 
liberals. 
2. That American forces hav e es­ 
tablished a censorship 
at 
Puerto 
Cabezas and other neutral zones. 
3. That Admiral Latimer, . Ameri­ 
can nav al commander, will declare 
the entire Nicaraguan east coast 
a 
“ neutral zones”— chiefly liberal te r­ 
ritory — and thereby suffocate 
the 
liberal up rising.

STATEMENT BY PROSECUTOR

H. Remy Says he is Disappoint­ 
ed With Result, Which he Believed 
Would be Different 


Indianap olis, Dec. 
28 —(U.R)— The 
new Alarion county grand jury to be 
imp aneled nex t 
Monday 
will 
be 
asked to continue the 
inv estigation 
of Indiana p olitics started 
by 
the 
grand jury which ended its 
session 
of 11 weeks y esterday without 
re ­ 
turning indictments, p rosecutor Win. 
1. Remy said today . 
“ I shall 
certainly -comp ly 
with 
the suggestions of the grand 
jury 
that the inv estigation be continued 
and shall follow the trail where ev er 
it may lead,” said Remy . 
“ 1 
am 
disap p ointed. I thought the 
result 
would be different but that is up to 
the grand ju ry .” 
The outgoing grand ju ry ’s 
final 
rep ort was submitted to Judge Jam es 
A. Collins in criminal court y ester­ 
day afternoon after a first 
draft 
had be6n rejected by the court. 
The 
rev ised rep ort was accep ted and the 
grand ju ry discharged. A new p anel 
was immediately drawn. 
Testimony taken from 
ap p rox i­ 
mately 200 witnesses and all docu­ 
m entary ev idence considered by 
the 
p ast grand jury was imp ounded by 
the court for p resentation 
to 
the 
nex t inquisitorial body if it wishes 
to continue the inv estigation. 
The accep ted grand jury 
rep ort 
which cov ered slightly more 
than 
one p age said it had receiv ed insuf­ 
ficient ev idence up on which to 
base 
indictments, recommended th at 
the 
inv estigation be continued and com- 
p lainejl that its inquiry had 
been 
hamp ered by absence of 
certain 
witnesses from the state and inclin­ 
ation on the p art of others to giv e 
misleading testimony . 
Its inv estigation was p ercip itated 
by charges of Thos. H. Adams, Y'in- 
cennes p ublisher, that corrup tion ex ­ 
isted in high state offices. His charg­ 
es were based on letters said to hav e 
been smuggled from the state p eni­ 
tentiary where I). C. Step henson one 
time dragon of the Indiana Ku Klux 
Klan, is serv ing a life sentence for 
murder. 
“ O utrageous,” was the 
comment 
of Adams when informed of

grand ju ry ’s action. “ Well, if Alar­ 
ion county w ants to wallow in the 
filth and slime of p olitical corrup ­ 
tion I don’t care.
